HOPEFUL OUTLOOK 
IN BUSINESS. WORLD 


Secretary Redfield Says the 
Situation. Is Steadily Im- 
proving—Mills and Fac- 
tories Are Busy. 


Washington, November 16.—-All in- 
formation reaching governmental de- 
partments here indicates that the de- 
pression which overtook business en- 
terprises in the United States when 
the war storm burst is vanishing. The 
hopeful outlook for American ventures 
was summarized today by Secretary 
Redfield in a letter to the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, in 
which he declared: 

“Let the worst be said and admitted 
that can be said respecting existing 
business difficulties in America, our 
condition still remains not only rela- 
tively bright, but rapidly improving, 
and in many respects both prosperous 


and promising.” 

“One cannot but sympathize with 
the misfortunes that have befallen in 
dustries in all the belligerent coun- 
tries,” said Mr. Redfield, ‘‘and, there- 
fore, so much more grateful that no 
like fate threatens our own. No ob- 
server of the large movements of our 
commerce today fails to recognize the 
great improvement that has been made 
in business conditions within the last 
few weeks, and which is still progress- 
ing. 

Exports Exceed Imports. 

“The payment of our foreign obliga- 
tions no longer causes serious worry 
since an import excess of twenty mil- 
lions in August has been changed to an 
export excess of approximately sixty 
millions in October. The deficit in our 
bank reserves in New York in August 
rose to a surplus reserve early this 
month. 

“The course of exchange has become 
more normal. Glearing house certifi- 
cates are being retired. Large sums 
of emergency notes have been with- 
drawn, and with the opening of the 
federal reserve system great addition- 
al supplies of loanable funds have be- 
come available. There no longer is 
serious concern over our financial fu- 


ture, 

“One can look back rig 3 now to 
the firat weeks of August, when there 
was a wheat emDargo which some 
feared might mean sad loss to farmers. 
Those same farmers are prosperous to- 
day, for wheat exports have been un- 
Precedented in amount and at profit- 
able prices.. 

“Cotton has began to move, and ex- 
isting arrangements promise relief from 
the shadow which So long has hung 
over the south. 

“He who wants may read plain facts 
which show on every side not only a 
marked hopeful feeling in industry, but’ 
tangible facts on which such feeling 
rests. All problems are not worked 
out yet to perfect solution. That could 
hardly be with most of the business 
and industrial part of the world en- 
Saged in destroying life and property 
on a colossal scale. 

“Nevertheles®, on many sides mills 
are busy and factories running full 
time or overtime; the number of un- 
employed is steadily getting less. 


No Dark Shadows. 


“The coming winter throws no such 
dark shadow before.as was feared a 
few weeks ago, and the statement is 
beginning to be heard here and there 
that goods cannot be delivered as 
promptly as they are wanted because 
the factories are too busy. The world 
abroad is turning toward America for 
a large portion of its supplies and the 
Phrase ‘buy in America’ has come to 
have a potency that hitherto has been 
lacking. 

“The improvement in conditions, 
however, is not wholly due to the war. 
Great and growing as our exports are, 
they form but a small proportion of all 
of the total business that is constantly 
increasing. A knowledge that products 
can be sold; the certainty that money 
can be had to finance business and en- 
terprise; these and facts like these 
have brought fresh ¢onfidence into our 
domestic markets at the same time 
that foreign buyers have entered them.

Governor McCord Sends

Banks for Payment of Re- 
serves Required by Law. 


MILLIONS IN RESERVE 
NOTES ARE RECEIVED 


Be Engaged for Several 
Days Counting It—Offi- 
cers of Institution Named. 


When the Atlanta reserve bank 
closed for the day on Monday, on 
which it opened for business, approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 had been paid in by 
member banks. ‘The federal institu- 
tion began operations with $4,600,000 
to its credit, this sum representing the 
first installment of the reduction of 
the reserves of the member banks, 318 
in ail, of the sixth district.

The-Prince of Wales crossed from 
Folkstone to Boulogne last night on 
his way to the front. 

The prince unostentatiously departed 
in an ordinary  cross-channel mail 
packet boat. 

He has joined the staff of Field 
Marshal Sir John French. 

The news that the heir to the throne 
had been permitted to carry out the 
royal tradition, as an army leader, has 
been received with great satisfaction 
by the newspapers, which express the 
belief that it will stimulate recruiting. 

The Prince of Wales was the first 
officer enrolled in the army after the 
outbreak of the war. He volunteered 
for service soon after midnight August 
4 and was assigned to the third bat- 
talion of the Grenadier Guards.

swung open its doors at 9 o'clock, on 
receipt of Mr. McAdoo’s telegram, the 
board of directors, Josenh A. McCord, 
governor of the Atlanta bank, and 
eleven subheads and clerks of the new 
institution were present. 
Shortly after the opening the board 
of airecntors;-headed Sy Chairman M. B 
| Wellborn, of Anniston, Ala., went into 
éxecutive session, proceeding with the 
further organization of the bank. Late: 
the board announced that it had chosen 
Giles L. Wilson, of Jacksonville, -Flsa., 
as deputy governor, and Warren H. 
Toole, of Winder, Ga., member of the 
board of directors, secretary of the 
board. 

J. B. Pike, of New Orleans, L2., was 
elected cashier. 

During the afternoon a shipment of 
several million doliars of federal re- 
serve notes was received by Southern 
Express from Washington. Mr. Well- 
born, as the federal reserve agent 
here, took charge of these notes, and 
proceeded with the counting of same 
and receipting. He will be engaged 
for several days counting this money. 
Mr. Wellborn would not give out the 
total amount of money received from 
Washington.

Last night spe- 
cial officers guarded the money, and 
the bank will be under police surveil- 
lance during the entire first week, un- 
til its organization can be perfected 
and things straightened out.

For the present, 
the business transacted by the bank 
will be confined to the collection of 
installment. on stock, which has all 
been paid, with the exception: of possi- 
bly four banks; to the paying of re- 
been advised by Mr. McAdoo Dy 
count rate, at which discounts will be 
made for member banks, which infor- 
mation will be immediately given to 
each member bank, as determined by

The foregoing features will cover 
the workings of the bank for the pres- 
ent, it being the purpose of the bank 
to take up each branch of business as 
it can conveniently handle the same.

There are many indications, how- 
ever, that the retirement before War- 
saw is not that of a beaten army, but 
of one which, realizing that it had 
failed in its object of a surprise cam- 
paign, promptly changed its strategic 
plans and retreated. 

Predictions are hazardousr, put the 
great news of the next fortnight may 
come from the armies facing on Po- 
land’s wintry fields.

The eighth army, entrusted with tne 
defense of East Prussia, again has a 
new commander. It . originally. was 
commanded by Generals von Prittwitz 
and Gaffron. and passed into the 
hands of General von Hindenburg and 
Chief of Staff von. Lydendorff. The 
new commander is General von Bue- 
low, one of a family. of military 
brothers of high rank. 

Germans Assumed Great Risks. 

The retirement from Warsaw ré- 
sembles in many respects that. from 
the environs of Paris in September. 
the Germans in both cases assuming 
the great risk of running out of am- 
munition and supply trains and ex- 
posing their flank and rear, hoping 
to smash a supposed demoralized 
army. They had hoped in the War- 
saw campaign, like Stonewall Jackson 
at Chancellorsville, to catch the 
enemy's right wing nappimg, rolF up 
that portion of it west of the Vistula, 
press across the river’ and capture 
Warsaw. Holding strongly the line 
from Bast Prussia on the north to 
Galicia on the south they expected to 
stand off Russia and devote their 
principal attention to the western 
campaign. 

That is why, it is said, General von 
Hindenburg in September transferred 
his headquarters from East Prussia 
to Breslau, in Silesia, acting in con- 
cert with the authorization commanders’ 
change of front against the Rugsians 
invading western Galicia from the 
north. 

The Russians were on the alert, how- 
ever, and quickly retired to the safe 
side of the Vistula. The only impor 
tant fighting was at Opatow, on the 
extreme southern flank. The Russians 
massed their troops in a generally 
north and south line behind the Vis- 
tule. They rushed their troops by 
railway, but were barely in time, for 
the Germans were actually entering 
one suburb of Warsaw when Siberian 
troops detrained in the town. 

Retreat Finally Ordered. 

The Germans had outrun their heavy 

artillery, delayed by bottomless roads. 
Plenty of Russian reinforcements came 
the fighting was desperate and a re- 
treat was finally ordered. The Ger- 
mans say they are proud of this re- 
treat as the English are of theirs at 
Mons. 
1 In another respect the retirement

Russian Advance on the Capi- 
tal of Galicia Overcoming 
All Obstacles. 


Rome, November 16.—The Giornale 
d'Italia publishes a dispatch from 
Venice saying news has been received 
there that Cracow, capital of Galicia, 
is burning, and that its inhabitants 
are fleeing. 

A Petrograd dispatch to The Gior- 
nale d'Italia says the Russian advance 
toward Cracow is overcoming all ob- 
stacles. Cracow is entirely besieged 
on ‘the northeast. A _ sortie from 
Przemysl has been repulsed by Rus- 
sian artillery and cavalry, which in- 
flicted severe losses on the Austrians. 


MARKS OF SHELLS ON 
THE CRUISER GLASGOW 


Rio Janeiro, November 16.—The Brit- 
ish cruiser Glasgow, one of the vessels 
that fought the German squadron off 
the coast of Chile. November 1, ar- 
rived’ here today. The damage caused 
by the German‘shell fire was plainly 
visible. 


The British admiralty’s statement on 
the sea fight off Chile said the Glasgow 
was engaged by both the Leipzig and 
Dresden, of the German squadron, while 
the Gneisenau and Seharnhorst were 
fighting the Good Hope and the on- 
mouth. It added, however, that the 
Glasgow was not extensively damaged 
and suffered few casuadties. 

After the battle the Glasgow, accom- 
panied by the transport Otranto, sailed 
south and passed through the Straits 
of Magellan to the Atlantic ocean.

London, November 16.—The meeting 
the house of commons today was 
devoted entirely to war measures. The 
house granted without a dissenting 
vote Premier Asquith’s request for a 
vote for £225,000,000 ($1,125,000,000), 
and another million soldiers. 

The condition and morals of the sol- 
diers, the inevitable spy system and 
press censorship were discussed freely. 

1,200,000 Men Under Armas. 

The prime minister characterized the 
crisis as “the greatest emergency in 
which the country ever has been 
placed.”’ He said 1,200,000 men already 
were under,arms; that the war was 
costing nedrly $5,000,000 a day, and 
that the government proposed to lend 
Belgium $50,000,000’ and Servia $4,000,- 
000 without interest, until the end of 
the war. 

Timothy Healy, the Irish nationalist, 
said the money should be given those 
nations. 

John Hodge, the labor member for 
Lancashire, indorsed the proposal, 
with the suggestion: “Later on we can 
collect it from the German emperor.” 

Reginald McKenna, secretary (for 
informed the house that 
there were 14,500 alien enemies in 
British concentration camps and 29,000 
at large. 

Walter Hume Long, unionist, said the 
country was not likely to be faced with 
the stupendous problems of unemploy- 
ment which might naturally have been 
expected, and he believed all the men 
needed would be forthcoming because 
the spirit of the country was so mag- 
nificent.

‘now dictator of the Austro-German

COTTON FOR JUTE. 


A striking and incontrovertible statement 
of the case of cotton versus jute, flax, hemp 
and other twines is the substance of aMetter 
published elsewhere, from N. T. McGrane, 
president of the D. P. Winne company, Inc., 
New York, the biggest handlers of twines 
in the United States... What Mr. McGrane 
says must be the final word on the subject. 

The Constitution invites the merchants 
and farmers of its clientele to study the 
bare statements of Mr. McGrane. It ought 
to be possible in the south, the stronghold 
of cotton, to easily convert business men 
to the use of cotton wrappings and twines, 
seeing that such practice would redound 
to their ultimate profif® Yet Mr. McGrane 
says that by a strange paradox it is the 
south that is most backward in using cotton 
twines, 

Instance after instance is cited by this 
authority to show that cotton twine is supe- 
rior to jute or other. He takes the case of 
a customer who complained that because 
a certain quality of jute twine sold at 6 
cents per pound, while the similar cotton 
quality sold for 28 cents, that closed the 
case against cotton. A little analysis by 
Mr. McGrane showed that the 28-cent cot- 
ton twine was exactly five times the length 
of the 6-cent jute. The inference of profit 
was obvious. 

In other cases, Mr. McGrane applies the 
test of statistics and costs and efficiency, 
and the result is always in favor of cotton 
products. Their use is shown to be merely 
a matter of education. It is a logical as- 
sunsption that if merchants and manufac- 
turers and farmers throughout the country, 
and especially throughout the south, where 
they seem biased against their own product, 
would wake up, increased consumption of 
cotton would tremendously feed the home 
market. 

Mr. McGrane does not stress, as he might 
have done, the remissness of southern farm- 
ers in failing to demand cotton instead of 
jute coverings for their cotton. This is a 
sine qua non to any important extension of 
demand for cotton. Neither the south nor 
the farmer can ask the pation, with any 
products when the original product itself is 
wrapped in jute.

| The Holland Letter 


Two views prevail, not only in this city, 
but in other parts of the country, respecting 
business conditions, and prospects. Inquiry 
of those who are identified’ with important 
business matters shows that many of them 


are persuaded that business is much depress- 
ed, and some of them speak without any 
hope of better conditions, at least for the 
present. On the other hand, many are confi- 
dent that the business situation will improve 
speedily, and some go so far as to predict 
business _ activity within a few months 
throughout the United States unparalleled in 
its magnitude. A comparison of answers 
made to the inquiry shows that these views 
are not inconsistent. For general domestic 
business is still depressed, and in some lines 
of manufacturing industry greatly depressed. 
So that those who say that business is bad 
do not exaggerate. The latest report from 
the United States Steel corporation shows a 
large falling off in new orders up to the first 
of November as compared with other years. 
In the cotton industry, especially the manu- 
facture of cotton cloth and print goods, a 
condition prevails which is not very satis- 
factory at present. On the whole, our do- 
mestic business is not, relatively speaking, 
very active, and for that reason those who 
speak regretfully of the conditions of today 
are well within the truth. 

On the other hand, the indications are 
many, and most of them are well founded, 
which point to an early revival of business 
and the beginning of a new era which will 
be characterized by activity without any 
precedent in our business history. So it is 
said that ‘American business men need to 
be patient a little while longer, for they are 
sure by the beginning of the new year to 
find that their patience has been rewarded. 

There is no group of men better quali- 
fied to speak authoritatively on business 
conditions and prospects than are the so- 
called credit men. At a recent meeting at 
Philadelphia of credit men there was ex- 
pressed with apparent unanimity the opinion 
that prosperity unlike in magnitude any 
which we have experienced in the past is 
speedily to come to the United States. Some 
of these credit men went so far as to say 
that this activity would be not only the 
greatest We have ever had, but greater than 
that enjoyed by any other nation at any 
other time. 

This prediction of the credit men is not 
mere guesswork, for it is in line with the 
views held by many of those who are com- 
petent to speak with authority. 

The prediction is based upon several rea- 
sons.- One of these is the certainty that we 
are now entering upon a foreign commerce 
which cannot long be continued without be- 
ing reflected in every @epartment of indus- 
try in the United States, and also in agri- 
culture. This commerce is spoken of as in- 
evitable because Great Britain, France and 
Germany have now no other occupation, rel- 
atively speaking, but that which the war 
entails. They cannot be producers in great 
amounts, nor can they sell their products as 
they have heretofore sold them, for they 
will have hardly any. Willard Straight point- 
ed out recently to a large company which 
gathered at Chicago to hear him that the 
United States is now the Only great nation 
of the world which is competent to meet the 
deficiency in world trade which the war in 
Europe has occasioned. Moreover, as we 
have the largest gold supply of any nation 
and are presumably increasing it by nearly 
$90,000,000 a year from our mines, and as 
we have the largest currency circulation per 
capita of any nation, we shall speedily be 
in position easily to handle whatever finan- 
cial requirements are entailed. 


Another Reason. 


Another reason for the belief that we are 
speedily to enter upon an era of marvelous 
prosperity is based upon the fact that within 
a few weeks the new national banking sys- 
tem will be in good working order. That 
System will make possible not only a great 
and justifiable expansion of credit, but also 
a speedy mobilization of resources at what- 
ever point there may be need for such ac- 
tion. With the establishment of the new 
system, not only credit but funds will be 
plentiful, so that business men throughout 
the United States can hereafter be without 
apprehension lest they be unable to obtain 
the financial support needed for the enlarge- 
ment of their business. 


No one who has had opportunity te talk | 


with men of large financial experience can 
have failed to observe that they are confi- 
dent that the new national banking systems 
will greatly stimulate business activity, 
especially m view of the fact that our for- 
eign trade prospects justify enthusiasm. 


Still Another Reason. 


One of the reasons commonly heard from 
those who venture to predict a great busi- 
ness activity is to be found in the fact that 
already the banks are making loans to busi- 
ness men who see an opportunity for great- 
ly inereased trade. Furthermore, the indi- 
cations are already strong that institutions 
and individuals that have been carrying 
large amounts of idle funds are beginning to 
seek good investments for these funds. For 
several days rumors which seem to have 
foundation have been in circulation that 
some of the leading Wall street institutions 
have been able to negotiate loans in London. 
In fact, one of the greatest American insti- 
tutions is known now to be furnishing credit 
which in the aggregate reaches high up into 
thé millions, and which is to be utilized for 
the purchase -in the United States, princi- 
pally by England, France and Russia, of 
commodities. These credits are established 
in a branch of this institution which is in 
London. Through. that institution drafts 
which are issued in payment for commod- 
ities purchased in the United States 
and by it are honored. 

All sorts of guesses have recently been 
made of the aggregate amount of negotiable 
credit which has been established in this 
city on account of the belligerent and some 
of the neutral nations for the purpose of 
paying for purchases made by those nations 
in the United States. The discrepancy in 
these estimates, although all of them reach 
into the millions, makes it clear that these 
financial relations are of the most confi- 
dential character. 


South America’s Part. 


The establishment by the National City 
bank of a branch institution in Argentina, 
as it had the right to do under the new bank 
law, is, frequently spoken of as another in- 
dicatiog of the coming of unusual prosper- 
ity. It is the common understanding that 
this institution will faciNtate the trade re- 
lations between Argentina and the United 
States and will permanently capture some 
part of the banking business in Argentina 
which heretofore England and, to some ex- 
tent, Germany have secured. 

Another reason which has been given for 
the belief that we are speedily to enter upon 
an era of great business activity is found in 
not only the maintenance’ but the increase of 
the credit of the United States in all finan- 
cial centers of the world. In addition to two 
demonstrations recently made which in- 
volved the export of great amounts in gold 
from the United States so that we might 
meet our current obligations to the § letter, 
there is the wonderful record which this 
country has made since the first of January 
last. In that time we have exported gold 
somewhat in excess of $200,000,000. The 
eredit of the United States is now so fifmly 
established and the ability of it to meet its 
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obligations occasioned by trade or banking |

Over Jute Twines 
Told Convincingly 


Editor Constitution: We want to approve 
your campaign in behalf of extending the 
uses of cotton. 
We boldly assert by virtue of past ex- 
perience, and as the result of many .abso- 
lute tests, that where twine manufactured 
from cotton is intelligently purchased, it is 
more economical to the user than twine 
made from jute, hemp, flax or other ma- 
terials. 
In order to give you an absolute and 
concrete example, we will cite simply one 
instance, which is typical of many others. 
We were called upon by a certain party 
who wished to place an order for a twine 
made of jute that was costing at that time 
6 cents per pound. We could supply him 
with that twine, but asked him jf it was 
for his own business, and upon the reply, 
“Yes,” we said, “Why don’t you let us give 
you a twine that will be more economical?” 
and thereupon showed him a twine that 
costs 28 cents per pound. He was very much 
surprised and asked us if we took him for 
an absolute fool, but we informed him if 
he would have a little patience we thought 
we could convince him that our statement 
was correct. 
Thereupon, taking absolutely equal 
lengths of each of the two twines, we dem- 
onstrated to him through the necessary 
process the exact yardage of each, which 
proved that the cotton twine at 28 cents 
had just exactly five times the length of 
the 6-cents-per-pound jute twine. Conse- 
quently, one pound of the cotton twine 
would do the work of five pounds pf the 
jute twine. 
Another friend of ours, a stranger at 
the time, dropped into our office with 4 
sample of twine they were using in a large 
organization that controlled several plants 
located at different sections of the country, 
and this gentleman was the purchasing 
agent. He had a ball of twine. It was what 
is known as a No. 18 Italian twine, which 
yields 380 yards to the pound, the market 
price of which at that time was 24 cents per 
pound. ¥ 
We suggested using our. 12-ply Osprey 
cotton twine, 560 yards to the pound, at 28 
cents per pound. We went through ail our 
tests, and he was so pleased that he went 
over all his different departments’ demands 
for twines and cords and fitted cotton twine 
to their use, and in summing up the first 
year’s business through the basis that we 
Suggested, he was very kind and generous 
enough to make known the fact that they 
kept strict account of the comparative ex- 
penses with the previous year, and assured 
us that on the purchase for a year, through 
our introduction of this subject to them, 
we saved them $5,000.

items given above are about 
twines used for wrapping. Another instance 
of a friend whom we have served for the 
past ten years or more is a large leather 
belting manufacturer who found it necessary 
to get a high-grade, 10-ply flax sewing 
twine, which yielded 180 yards to the pound, 
for hand sewing burlap on the bales in 
which they shipped their leather belting. 
They were compelled to pay for this quality 
of twine, 35 cents per pound. We got them 
interested in our 30-ply Osprey, yielding 224 
yards to the pound, at 24 cents per pound. 
This we could put up in rope form, many 
ends, or skeins. This customer has made us 
a dozen more customers. 

There is hardly a concern in the south 
that sews by hand burlap sacks or cover- 
ing that does not use a jute, hemp or flax 
twine in sewing, but the cotton will fit to 
this practically and economically as a Sub- 
stitute.

Strange as it may appear, in eur efforts 
in different sections of the country to con- 
vert trade to the use of cotton twine, we 
have found the hardest work in the southern 
territory. We have found that in the south 
the big percentage of merchants and manu- 
facturers who consume twine rebel against 


- any suggestions made to convert them from 


their old habit of using a twine made from 
jute, hemp or flax. 

The great difficulty in convincing many 
of the buyers is that they consider the pur- 
chase of twine as merely an expense, and 


the first thing they consider is the price per. 


pound, not the amount of work that a better 
and higher grade will do, and, consequently, 
they are practicing a false economy. 

It has albways been, to our minds, incom- 
prehensive as to the reason why the cotton 
raisers, spinners and those most vitally inter- 
ested in the consumption of cotton should 
persistently do all their sewing of bags, 
bales, ete., or the tying of packages, with 
jute, hemp, flax or other kinds of twine, 
whereas if they were only to look into the 
matter they would find more expense.

A farmer has the right to speculate on 
the future price of cotton and hold for a 
higher price, if in doing so he deprives no 
man of what is. due him; but has he right 
to speculate on another man’s money with- 
out his consent? 

Ought not every man who has unpaid 
debts, and who is holding cott®n, to sell 
enough to lift the pressure off the man 
whom he owes, in part at least? 

It may be doubted if cotton would have 


‘brought 10 cents, if there had been no war; 


and if the war were to close now the Euro- 
pean demand for cotton could not be what 
it would have been if war had not come. 
Multiplied thousands of men have been 
slain in battle, and for ,jthe dead no more 
cotton is needed. Millions of money has 
beén wasted in gunpowder and balls. The 
nations engaged in this dreadful conflict 
are being impoverished every day they 
fight. At the close of the war they will have 
less than ever to sell to us, and less money 
with which to buy our products from us. 
What Can We Expect? 

Under all the conditions of the case, can 
we reasonably expect the price of cotton 
to go much higher? If not, does not the 
farmer who needlessly holds his cotton stand 
to lose by so doing? Insurance charges, 
warehouse charges, and more or less waste 
must arise from the attempt to hold the 
staple indefinitely.- 

It thus appears that the cotton grower 
who holds his cotton and refuses to pay the 
merchant from whom he has bought sup- 
plies on credit ig injuring his neighbor with- 
out helping himself. Is this wise or right? 

Surely, it is time to start a movement 
“‘to-sell-a-bale-of-cotton.”

Says It’s Time to 


Start Cotton Moving 


W. L. Sanford, vice president of the 
Roberts, Sanford & Taylor Company, of 
Sherman, Texas, writes as follows of the 
importance of starting the cotton crop to 
market:

10 cents per pound, yet

else that he raised was sold at a very much 
lower figure than is ruling today, and every- 
thing that he bought cost a great deal more 
than today. Besides this, he didn’t get $7 
per bale for seed, as he gets today.

“He buys nails at 4 cents that used to 


cost 10 cents per pound. 
“He buys wire at 31-2 cents that used to 


cost 10 cents per pound. 
“He buys hames at 50 cents that used to 


cost 75. 


“He.buys traces at 45 cents that used to. 


cost 76. 

“He buys Plows and other implements at 
25 per cent less than he used to pay. 

“He pays 50 cents for picking where he 
used to pay $1. 

“He borrows money at 8 per cent to 10 
per cent where he used to pay 12 per cent 
and 16 per cent. 

“He sells wheat at $1 that used to bring 
60 cents. 

“He sells oats at 50 cents that used to 
bring 18 cents. 

“He sells corn at 
bring 15 cents. 

“He sells hay at $14 that used to bring $4, 

“He sells turkeys at $2.25 and sometimes 
$4 that used to bring 60 to 76 cents. 

“Efe sells chickens at $3.50 that used to 
sell at $1.25 to $1.50. 

“He sells a horse at $150 to $225 that 
used to sell from $50 to $100. 

“When he was confronted with the above 
conditions he bought land on time, cleared 
it. fenced it and soon paid for it, raising cot- 
ton at 7 cents per pound. But, if, indeed, he 
ig making less profit this year than former- 
ly, the same condition is true with you, and 
with us, and with the business world-at- 
large. He ought not to put himself in the 
attitude of a mendicant or, as the Indian, 
ward off the government. He ought to be a 
good sport. He ought to take his losses just 
as manfully and as gracefully as the rest 
of us are doing. 

Farmer On Top. 


“While the above figures are not abso- 
lutely correct, nevertheless, they are accu- 
rate enough to demonstrate that the farmer 
is getting the best of the situation and is 
enjoying life while the balance of us are 
sweating blood. The retail merchant owes it 
to himself, to his jobber and to his bank to 
insist on the farmers selling, at least, a part 
of their cotton. A man has an unquestioned 
right to speculate on his own money, but 
he has no right to speculate on the other 
fellow’s money. The farmer has a right to 
hold his cotton till doomsday if he does not 
owe anything; but he has no right what- 
ever to hold his cotton to the financial em- 
barrassment of the retail merchant who 
since spring has fed and clothed his wife 
and children and furnished him with the 
means with which to make that cotton. It is 
hard on the farmer to be disappointed about 
the price which he thought he was going to 
get, but it is a whole lot harder on the, re- 
tail merchant to go broke because the 
farmer won't sell his cotton and pay his 
honest.debts. The conditions are not half as 
hard on him as on the retail and wholesale 
merchants whe are iosing hundreds and 
thousands of dollars because the farmer, by 
holding his cotton, has stopped the entire 
machinery of business. Nor. is it quite as 
hard on him as on the thousands-of hungry 
men and women which his bad business 
judgment and rebellion at fate has thrown 
out of employment and, in many cases, Ou 
the charity of the world.’

“Next to individual temperament,”’ 
she said, “the stomach is one of the 
quickest things to drive man to drink. 
If it is constantly irritated with spices, 
Sauces and weighty foodstuffs, the 
stomach will begin demanding such 
stimulant as alcohol. Little children 
fed on rich, spicy eatabies grow into 
man and womanhood with an unnatural 
craving for liquors and malts. 


Educate the Housewife. 


“Something should be done to educate 
the housewife in this regard. Although 
she need not do the cooking herself, 
she should be trained in the art of it, 
and should supervise it the same as 
she ould the intellectual and moral 
breeding of her children. Would you 
bélieve that 56,000 middle-aged men 
died last year—more than ever before 
in the country’s career? 

“They died mostly from these three 
causes: Underfeeding or overfeeing, 
alcholism and dissipation. Each causé 
is traceable to the home. Woman 
Should be taught more in the home care 
of husbands. She owes it to her race, 
herself, the coming generations.” , 

Dr. Geisel travels 30,000 miles yearly 
and delivers on an average of 100 lec- 
tures annually. She is largely respon- 
sibie for the nation-wide movement to 
estabiish a chair of health in collegés 
for young women and girls. 

Although she has never married—in 
fact, has never had a love affair—Dr. 
Geisel’s most interesting lecture is 
based on the subject, “Home Care of 
Husbands.” She has made a thorough 
study of the duties of the wife to home, 
husband and family, and declared in 
last night’s interview that the typical 
home of today was no more a man’s 
home than his wife's dressing table. 

World-Wide Prohibition. 

Prosects of world-wide prohibition 
with America as the pioneer were dis- 
cussed at last night’s session of the 
W. C. T. U. in the Baptist Tabernacle, 
which was devoted to World’s W. C. T. 
U. exercises. Representatives from 
many foreign countries were present, 
and addresses were delivered by mis- 
sionarles. 

One of the most interesting of these 
was the lecture of Miss Ellen M. Stone, 
missionary to Macedonia, who, fifteen 
years ago, was captured by Macedonian 
brigands and held prisoner in the 
mountain fastness for months until 
her family and kinspeople raised $70,- 
000 with which to ransom her.’ Her 
experiences told last night were thrill- 
ing. She also dwelt exhaustively upon 
the good work accomplished in Mace- 
donian fields. 

Another pleasing feature of the pro- 
fram was a stereopticon lecture on 
“White Ribbon Work in Japan,” deliv- 
ered by Miss Ruth Frances Davis, mis- 
sionary to Tokio, Japan. Miss Davis 
had many valuable statistics regarding 
the progress of temperance laborers in 
the Orient, which showed a steady and 
encouraging rise in prohibition. 

“One of the biggest obstacles we are 
having to overcome in India,” said 
Mrs. Margaret B. Denning, president of 
the National Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union in India, whose head- 
quarters are in Muzaffarpur, Bengal, “‘is 
the fact that over there liquor is so 
cheap that a man can get lordly drunk 
on a half penny.’’

U. S. MERCHANT MARINE 
MAKES RAPID GROWTH | 


Washington, November 16.—One hun- 
dred and thirty-one ships were added 
to the American merchant marine in 
October: through transfers from for- 
eign registry and construction of new 
vessels in the United States, actord- 
ing to an announcement today by the 
bureau of navigation. One hundred 
of the new ships—ninety-two wooden 
and eight of metal construction, with 
tonnage of 21,724—were built in Amer- 
ican yards. Sixty-eight are steamers, 
five sail craft and twenty-seven un- 
rigged. 

Atlantic and gulf ports contributed 
fifty-seven of the ships, the Paéific 
coast eight, the great lakes twenty-two 
and western rivers thirteen. : 

Thirty-one foreign vessels’ trans- 
ferred to American registry aggregate | 
98,608 gross tons. Most of them were 
built in the British isles.

-It goes further and 
recites that one man was found guilty 
of unbecoming conduct in 1913 by fre- 
quenting the house of a negress; an- 
other was dismissed for drunkenness, 
and another for some other offense. 

The resolution further states that on 
September 8, 1914, one of the members 
of the board made a motion to reinstate 
one of the men, but the chief did not 
nominate him, and the matter was de- 
ferred. 

The preamble of the resolution fur- 
ther sets forth that at the meeting of 
the board, September 8, 1914, a motion 
was made and carried “that the ordi- 
nance requiring the chief of police to 
nominate the men elected on the force 
be amended by repealing same,” and 
it scores the police ‘board for taking 
such action. 


ACTION 
ILLEGAL. . 


The text of the resolution is contain- 
ed in the following: 

“That we condemn as illegal and in- 
excusable the action of 1 the board of po- 
lice commissioners in violating the or- 
dinance approved June 6, 1913, and in 
Knowingly electing to the police force 
of the city men not nominated by said 
chief of police, and, furthermore, men 
who had been discharged after trial 
and conviction on most serious charges. 

“That the election of said men was 
illegal, and it is hereby so declared, 
and the comptroller of the city is pro- 
hibited from issuing checks to them 
for their pay, and the treasurer of the 
city is further prohibited from paying 
to said men any money on account of 
pay claimed to have been earned by 
reason of said illegal election, and, 
furthermore, the clerk: of council shali 
transmit a copy of this resolution to 
such men immediately, informing them 
of the action of this body, and of what 
may be expected by them if they un- 
dertake to carry out such illegal serv- 
ice, and, further, that the clerk of coun- 
cil be instructed to transmit a copy 
of these resolutions to the board of po- 
lice commissioners.”

Pelicemen’s Record. . 


At the instance of the police com- 
mission J. E. Askew, E. L. McWilliams 
and J. P. Born were reinstated Novem- 
ber 10, 1914 

J. C. Askew was appointed to the 
police force November 8, 1910. He was 
suspended ninety days for drunken- 
ness July 9, 1912. He was discharged 
from the force Jung 10, 1913, on the 
same charge. 

J. P. Born was appointed to the po- 
lice force February 6,.1912. He was 
discharged from the force. July 8, 
1913, for participating in a fight with 
McF olds, a fellow officer, in a dive 
conducted by Ola Bradley on Auburn 
avenue. 

E. L. McWilliams received his first 
appointment to the police force No- 
vember 13, 1905. He left the force 
December 4, 1806. The commission re- 
appointed him December 16, 1909. He 
was suspended for drunkenness Feb- 
ruary 13, 1912, for sixty days. On May 
14, 1912, he resigned while under a 
charge of drunkenness. 


Was Sick at Time. 


J. C. Askew, 
the police commission a supernumer- 
ary at its last meeting, stated that he 
hadi been removed from the force be- 
cause of drunkenness. In reviewing 
the facts, he said that he was under 
the care of a physician, and his sys- 
tem was filled with medicine at. the 
time, which had strengthened the ac- 
tion of his small dram. He said that 
his policeman’s equipment had been 
issued him by the chief of police, who 
had also given him a leave of absence 
till he should be elected to the force. 
At present Askew is a night guard 
at the city stockade.
